Big One Still Burning 


More than a decade ago it was 


estimated that in this valley area 
alone S12.<ioO.(HiO had been spent 
fighting underground fires. 


Still burning is the famous Red 


Ash fire, a subterranean 400-acro 
blaze 
bordering 
"Giant's 
De- 


spair." a steep curved road where 
•10 years ago 30,000 people used 
to crowd lo watch Ralph De Pal- 
ma and Barney Oldfield In an- 
nual hill climb races. 


In 19H a miner's lamp set fire 


to overhead timbers in the Red 
Ash mine. 
Since then gome 4,- 


000,000 tons of high-grade coal 
have gone up in a sulphurous 
smoke from this uncontrollable 
blaze. 


Fall to Quell Flame* 


That represents 
almost 
one- 


tenth as much anthracite as has 
been produced in 
the 
United 


States in some years. 
And the 


smoke still rolls up from the long- 
deserted shafts, turning the coun- 
tryside into a stricken rocky des- 
ert where, no grass grows and no 
birds sing.

SMALLPOX 


Many people believe smallpox to 


be a disease of the past, and thus 
they neglect vaccination or re-vac- 
cination. 
Fortunately, 
this 
is 
largely true so far as most of the 
United States is concerned, but the 
situation is not one which indicates 
complacency. In many parts of 
the world today, smallpox is a ser- 
ious disease causing- much illness 
and many deaths. So long as this 
is true anywhere, we can not ig- 
nore the danger. Last year. New 
York had a minor'outbreak with 
twelve ca^es and two deaths, all 
traced to a single individual who 
entered the country in presumably 
good health, becoming ill a few 
days later. There have been, other 
recent outbreaks involving more 
persons and with a higher death 
rnfp such as in the Seattle epidem- 
ic of a couple of years ago. There 
were even isolated cases of small- 
pox reported in 
Illinois 
during 
1946. 


Because no one knows when he 


may be exposed to a case of this 
correctly dreaded disease, univer- 
sal vaccination mnst be stressed. 
No one is born with a natural im- 
munity to 
smallpox, and protec- 


tion is obtained only by a success- 
ful vaccination or a survival from 
the disease itsalf. 
A vaccination 


which does not "take" or does not 
"xvork" should 
be 
repeated 
as 


many times as necessary. It is 
unfortunate, but not rare, to find 
that persons who contracted small- 
pox were those who had a vaccina- 


tion which did not "take" and this 
was assumed to be evidence that 
the individual was immune. The 
vaccine is quite sensitive to aging 
and to heat, and the most usual 
cause of a failure in vaccination is 
because the vaccine is old or has 
been allowed to get warm at some 
time or other. 
Therefore it can 


not be urged too strongly, that the 
procedure should be repeated — 
several times if necessary—until a 


successful vaccination is obtained. 


Evoi-y infant should be vaccinat- 


ed by one year of age, and prefer- 
ably in the first few weeks of life. 
As with other immunizing proced- 
ures, infants usually have many 
fewer reactions than"older children 
or adults. This vaccination should 
be repeated when the child enters 
school, and again on entering jun- 
ior high or high school. 
It is a 


good rule for each individual to be 
re-vaccinated 
every five or six 


years. 
By 
frequent 
re-vaccina- 


tion, only a slight reaction is ob- 
tained—about on the order of a 
mosquito bite. In contrast, if 
a 


person waits ten to twenty years 
between vaccinations, he is likely 
to lose all immunity and thus have 
a more marked reaction when the 
procedure is repeated. 
Needless 


to say, a new vaccination should 
be obtained if there has been an 
exposure to a known csa,e. 


Smallpox is a deadly 
disease, 


but it is completely preventable, 
and each person should obtain th« 
protection afforded by vaccination. 
Smallpox vaccine is furnished by 
the Health 
Department without 


charge to all practicing physicians 
in the county.
